HE: basis of ‘perhaps one 
T of the most: profound 
tind far-reaching defence 
schemes in the long 
history of Commonwealth 
co-operation was, Inid at the 
London Premiers’ = Con- 
ference earlier this week. 
Indeed on the results of 
past conferences it would 
be hard to Imagine that 
such o comprehensive plan 
jn such an advanced stage 
of development could have 
emerged ofter little more 
than a‘week's deliberation. 
Essentially its purpose is to 
provide the Commonwealth 
military commanders with 
the means to defend British 
possoasions from all forms 
of attack. In planning 
this new defensive scheme 
the Premiers have accepted 
that Western superiority 
In nuclear weapons  con- 
stitutes « formidable deter- 
rent to any wanton act of 
aggression and they 
proceeded from there to 
plan for’ two likely 
contingencies. First, tho 
global war, which involves 
the reorganisation of exist- 
ing achemes and an 
allocation of spheres ‘o 
different Dominions to 
harmonise and integrate 
Commonwealth defence with 
the defence plans of its 
allies. 


ue other envisages 4 
mobilisation nd con- 
centration ‘of all existing 
forces, military, political 
and economic, to counter 
the “small war" threat 
This latter plan, however, 
recognises the existence of 
no new form of warfare 
which by different pro- 
cesses (other than purely 
military tactics) seeks tho 
same aim of domination 
and conquest, 


This ‘new concept of defence 
planning is one which 
Britain and the Common- 
wealth have slowly and 
painfully evolved in the 
bitter campaign in Malaya 
and it is the plan whicn 
will undoubtedly form the 
basis for the defenco of 
the Southeast Asian region 

In this respect Britain has 
prepared au blueprint nol 
only for Commonwealth 
defence but for Southeast 
Asian and podsibly also 
Middle Eastern defence. 
Basically its aim is to stop 
every possible form of 
Communist encroachment. 
Ita effect would be to seal 
off the Democracies hermeti- 
cally from all Communist 
machinations. As such it 
is a remarkable and unique 
concept which may be a 
decisive factor in convert- 
ing the cold war to 4 
complete stalemate and a 
gradual acceptance of co- 
existence,

As though uware of its own 
ugliness, the octopus lcads a 
lonely, hermit fe.

Only after dark docs it 
emerge and lunge wearily to- 
wards the surfdce Lh search of 
prey, splitting out a strcam of 
black liquid when there is any 
dunger of attack. The fluid 
spreads = throu; the’ water, 
forming o smokesercen, under 
cover of. which the octopus can 
make good Its escape. 

In tropical waters the octopus 
grows to’ an enormous size, 
often spanning 27 fect, Some- 
times u grotesquo specimen far

I know tn gencral terms what 
has been said about the matter 
so far, but I believe that every 
fair-minded individual, while 
applauding the construction of 
the new stadium, will agree that 
nothing that happens now should 
be allowed to act to the detri- 
ment of the two clubs who, by 
their own initiative and industry, 
have olready incurred heavy 
financial commitments to provide 
us with fine modern: stadia. 
These two clubs are—-and have 
been for many years—within the 
orbits of the game and they 
deservo all the fair support, they 
can get. 

It is no sccret that many folks 
fecl that the present hiring 
charges for both of the grounds 
are far too high, bul that is a 
matter for sensible inter-club 
and association-club discussion, 
and must not be allowed to 
count far too much in the 
formulation of loyaltics when 
the matter of the new stadium 
comes up for discussion.

How or why is as hazy as 
the records thaf tell the 
strange tale. What we know 
of St Valentine is a mixture 
of myth, legend and ancient 
custom. Today, St Valen- 
tine’s Day means a day of 
laughter, joke and fun, de 
dicated to that chubby, 
rosy-cheeked little fellow 
with the bow and arrow, 
namely, Dan Cupid. St 
Valentine's Day isn't an 
official holiday; but many 
years ago it was as im- 
portant as Christmas = or 
New Year's Day.

The day, most historians 
agree, is named for Saint 
Valentine, the “lovers 
saint.” Some experts claim 
that St Valentine never 
existed; yet there appears to 
be ample proof that he lived 
in the third century after 
the death of Jesus Christ; 
and was a Christian bishop 
who suffered martyrdom 
under orders of Emperor 
Claudius on February 14, 
271 A.D. 


According to the legend, 
Emperor Claudius, at Rome, 
passed a law forbidding 
marriage. His reason being 
that married men make poor 
soldiers, and he needed 
many soldiers, hence the 
cruel order.
